1.  The  mean  flow  for  these  two  days  in  the  region  from 
Harrisburg  to  Dayton  at  50,000  to  55,000  feet  was  from  the 
Northwest  between  280  degrees  and  310  degrees  at  30  knots. 

These  data  were  obtained  from  inspection  of  analyzed  data 

at  the  100  millibar  pressure  level. 

2.  The  mean  flow  obtained  from  the  next  higher  pressure 
level,  50  millibars,  is  represented  of  the  55,000  to  70,000 
layer: 

a.  On  12  July  the  flow  was  from  the  northeast 
030  degrees  at  about  10  knots. 

b.  On  13  July  the  flow  veered  to  be  more  from  the 

J 

east,  070  degrees,  at  10  knots. 

3.  The  levels  immediately  above  this  layer  would  retain 
the  same  general  direction  but  would  have  higher  speeds.  A 

speed  of  50  knots  or  better  could  be  maintained  from  80-120,000 
feet.  Generally,  the  balloon  speed  along  its  trajectory  is 
considerabiy  less  than  any  one  reported  speed.

Wind  data  vas  received  from  Sulpher  Grove  on  the  morning  of  13  Jul  65  regarding  observations 
on  the  night  of  12  Jul  6^. 

At  2020  hours  they  observed  throu^  a telescope  a balloon,  looked  like  a 
stratosphere  balloon,  big  clear  balloon.  They  said  that  the  satellite  tracking 
unit  there,  saw  it  even  after  the  sun  vent  dovn  and  watched  it  with  moonlight.

Wanted  information  from  Ma,j 
Siintanilla  on  sittings  on  ni^t  of  12  July  65*  Informed  him  that  it 
vas  high  atmosphere  balloon.  Asked  hov  do  ve  substantiate  the  fac^  that  It 
vas  a high  atmosphere  balloon,  (l)  F102*s  over  Pennsylvania  identified  it 
as  such.

Wanted  information  from  MaJ  Quintanilla 
on  sightings  on  nl^t  of  12  July  196^.  Informed  him  that  it  vas  high 
stmosphere  balloon  and  that  ve  were  still  checking  to  see  who  launched. 
Sulpher  Grove  identified  it  was  a baloon  with  instrument  package. 


Mr  A1  Morris  at  NCAR,  Boulder,  Colorado.  No  did  they  did  not  have  any 
launched  in  that  tiioe.  Could  have  been  one  of  theres*  I^st  one  vas  two  months 
ago  and  was  iBft  in  diameter,  traveling  from  East  to  West.  There  was  one  over 
t he  ^ Azores  on  9 JUl.

13  Jhl  65  called  Lockboume  AFB,  301st  Intelligence,  spoke  with  Colonel  Patterson 
who  said  they  had  had  aome  UFO  activity  and  some  reports.  Put  Lt  Render  on 
phone  to  get  Major  Quintanilla's  phone  number  etc.  It  was  a Lt  Taylor  who 
handled  reports.  Render's  said  they  had  no  information  on  object,  also  he 
said  he  saw  object  for  about  ten  minutes.  They  said  that  Lockboume  had  not 
put  up  any  jets  to  look  for  object. 

At  1500  hours  on  13  Jul  65  Major  Stiles  from  SAFOI  called.  Major  Quintanilla 
informed  him  that  we  have  been  trying  to  get  through  to  him.  It  was  his 
unfortxmate  experience  to  answer  the  phone  since  Sara  was  out  because  news 
agencies  and  Scrip  Kower  and  others  were  asking  about  UFOs  over  Pennsylvania, 

Vest  Virginia,  Ohioandindiana.  Major  e3q>lained  that  one  of  the  earlier  observa- 
t ions  at  Laytan,  Ohio  was  a a weather  balloon  seen  at  620pm.  Other  observations 
were  a hi^  altitude  balloon  with  gondola.
